Accokding  to  a  decree  of  the  19th  in- 
stant, a  new  department  of  state  is  created 
by  separating  "public  instruction"  from  the 
department  of  interior  and  "postoffices"  and 
"telegraphs"  from  the  department  of  agri- 
culture and  uniting  them  under  a  special 
minister.  There  is  no  question  as  to  the 
necessity  of  creating  another  department, 
for  the  work  of  one  or  two  of  the  old  de- 
partments was  excessive  and  in  some  parti- 
culars badly  associated.  But  the  solution  as 
presented  is  not  altogether  beyond  criticism. 
It  relieves  the  department  of  agriculture  of 
two  functions,  but  why  these  should  be 
combined  with  public  instruction  to  form  a 
new  department  we  can  not  quite  under- 
stand. And  still  further,  the  provisional 
government  has  promised  the  states  that 
they  shall  have  full  control  over  their  own 
local  affairs,  one  of  which  is  public  instruc- 
tion. If  this  promise  is  kept,  the  national 
government  will  have  only  the  educational 
matters  of  this  city  and  district  to  look  after, 
which  are  assuredly  not  quite  important 
enough  for  a  department  of  state.  Perhaps, 
however,  the  federal  idea  is  losing  ground, 
and  the  '  'unitarian, "  or  centralized,  re- 
public is  now  in  contemplation.

In  looking  over  the  replies  to  the  request 
of  the  Cortrio  I\iulistaw  for  opinions  on 
the  question  whether  the  constitution  shall 
he  adopted  by  a  plebiscite,  decree,  or  con- 
stituent assembly,  we  have  been  profoundly 
impressed  by  the  preferences  expressed  lor 
arbitrary  methods,  and  by  the  lack  of  con- 
fidence manifested  in  parliamentary  action. 
II  we  are  not  erroneously  Instructed,  this  is 
a  very  serious  contradiction  ol  the  assertion 
that  Brazil  is  ripe  for  republican  institutions. 
We  can  not  conceive  of  a  true  republic 
where  fundamental  laws  and  political  in- 
stitutions arc  created  by  decree  or  popular 
vote  without  permitting  free  parliamentary 
deliberation  beforehand.  We  have  before 
us  a  letter  from  Padre  Joao  Manoel  on  this 
question,  in  which  he  exclaims:  "The 
plebiscite  is  a  thousand  times  preferable  to 
the  constituent  assembly  !  J  have  the  for- 
tune to  know  the  character,  the  spirit,  the 
sentiments  and  the  tendencies  of  my  coun- 
trymen. The  constituent  assembly  is  either 
an  inutility  or  an  obstacle.  Kits  mission 
is  limited  to  blindly  approve  the  project  of 
a  constitution  which  shall  be  presented  to 
it,  then  it  becomes  useless  and  even  ridicu- 
lous. If,  however,  it  shall  be  permitted  to 
establish  a  long  debate  upon  the  same 
project,  in  this  case  no  one  will  be  under- 
stood, and  I  can  safely  assert  by  experience 
that  neither  a  serious  solution  nor  a  satis- 
factory result  will  be  reached. . .  May 
God  free  us  from  a  constituent  assembly  in 
this  country  !"  If  all  this  is  true,  it  is  to 
be  feared  that  ihe  republic  has  a  very  un- 
certain future  before  it.  To  be  a  republic 
llie  people  must  rule;  and  if  their  elected 
representatives,  presumably  their  best  men, 
can  not  be  trusted  lo  discuss  an  important 
law,  then  certainly  the  material  for  self-gov- 
ernment is  seriously  lacking.  If  Brazil  is 
to  be  ruled  by  arbitrary  decrees,  or  by  ad- 
ministrative commissions  in  this  capital, 
then  it  would  be  no  more  than  honesty  and 
truth  to  strike  out  the  word  republic  al- 
together. Padre  Joao  Manoel— who  has 
been  a  declared  republican  for  nearly  a 
whole  year — says  that  lie  knows  his  country 
men,  and  that  it  would  be  a  "shame,  or  a 
scandal"  to  submit  a  constitutional  project 
to  their  representatives  for  adoption.  In 
that  case,  why  not  declare  a  perpetual  dic- 
tatorship and  rule  the  country  by  arbitrary 
decrees  ? 


In  addition  lo  what  we  have  already  said 
upon  the  question  ol  telegraph  administra- 
tion, in  relation  to  local  needs  and  credit, 
there  is  one  important  consideration  which 
demands  attention  on  grounds  quite  apart 
from  all  this.  It  was  the  ambition  and 
intention  of  fJarao  de  Capanema  to  destroy 
alt  competition  to  the  land  lines  of  Brazil 
and  to  make  these  a  connecting  link  in  the 
international  system  connecting  Europe  and 
the  United  Slates  with  the  countries  south 
of  us.  The  destruction  of  the  coast  cables 
was  necessary  to  the  success  of  this  scheme, 
and  this  in  turn  led  to  an  unfair  and  unjust 
treatment  ol  the  foreign  company  owning 
and  operating  the  cables  along  this  coast. 
Aside  from  this  injustice,  however,  there 
was  one  wider  question  which  Barao  de 
Capanema  overlooked  and  which  the  pres- 
ent government  apparently  has  never  con- 
sidered— the  responsibility  thus  assumed  by 
the  Brazilian  government  toward  foreign 
commercial  and  general  private  interests. 
Were  the  coast  cables  to  be  abandoned  the 
single-wire  lines  of  the  government  between 
this  capital  and  Perrfambuco  on  the  north, 
and  the  single-wire  lines  to  the  southern 
frontiers  would  be  the  only  means  of  com- 
munication for  the  commerce  of  tins  port 
and  a  principal  link  in  the  system  of  com- 
munication between  the  River  Plate  and  the 
outside  world.  This  is  so  important  a 
consideration,  and  it  affects  so  many  im- 
portant financial  interests,   that  it  is  highly 
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necessary  to  inquire  whether  the  govern- 
ment is  prepared  to  accept  such  a  respon- 
sibility. It  must  be  tnken  into  considera- 
tion that  accurate  and  immediate  service  is 
the  one  great  requisite  of  a  telegraph  line, 
consequently  every  facility  and  good  purpose 
for  the  quick  dispatch  of  telegrams  must  be 
at  the  disposal  of  the  service,  From  all 
we  know  of  the  past  administration  of  the 
state  telegraph  lines,  can  we  feel  certain  that 
this  will  be  the  case  here  in  Brazil  ?  Ought 
we  trust  this  important  service  to  single-wire 
lines  ?  Are  the  native  operators  skillful 
and  active  enough  to  insure  the  work  ? 
And  what  guarantee  have  we  that  the  lines 
will  not  be  closed  to  private  use  a  great 
part  of  the  time?  We  know  perfectly  well 
that  the  local  interests  of  the  country  already 
require  at  least  two  separate  lines,  because 
it  has  been  frequently  demonstrated  that  the 
land  line  north  or  south  is  wholly  incapable 
of  doing  the  work  when  the  coast  cables 
have  been  interrupted.  We  also  know  that 
native  operators  lack  the  endurance  and 
skill  to  accomplish  the  work  done  by  Amer- 
ican and  English  operators.  They  also 
have  a  very  inconvenient  habit  of  closing 
the  shop  whenever  a  thunder  storm  crosses 
the  line,  which  not  infrequently  causes 
serious  delays.  And  we  also  know  that  it 
takes  very  slight  provocation  to  turn  on  the 
endless  tap  of  official  correspondence,  which 
takes  precedence  of  private  messages  and 
sometimes  closes  the  lines  to  the  public  for 
a  day  or  two  at  a  time.  If  now  the  Brazil- 
ian laud  lines  arc  to  form  a  link  in  this 
international  line  of  communication,  all 
these  obstacles  must  be  overcome.  There 
must  be  provisions  against  interruption. 
There  must  be  rapid  operators  who  will  not 
let  messages  accumulate  on  the  table.  There 
must  be  better  office  administration,  which 
will  secure  promotion  and  just  remunera- 
tion, especially  for  overwork.  And  there 
must  be  ample  and  effective  means  against 
the  suspension  of  private  messages  by  poli- 
tical requirements.  When  Governor  Cher- 
mont  visits  Camettt  and  the  people  receive 
him  with  fireworks  and  a  brass  band,  we  do 
not  want  the  telegraph  line  closed  half  a  day 
in  order  that  this  gentleman  may  send  down 
all  the  petty  particulars.  Should  the  French 
lay  the  cable  between  the  United  Stales  and 
the  Amazon,  this  single  wire  to  the  north 
will  become  a  very  important  link  of  inter- 
national communication  and  it  is  most 
desirable  therefore  that  it  should  be  relieved 
of  all  these  purely  local  contingencies. 
When  it  is  considered  that  the  principals  in 
the  great  majority  of  these  international 
transactions  are  foreigners,  it  is  certainly 
matter  for  serious  consideration  whether  the 
government  has  a  right  to  interrupt  or  delay 
their  messages. 


abstains  from  making  such  declaration, 
might  be  held  to  have  voluntarily  become 
naturalised  in  Brazil  within  the  section  6  of 
the  Naturalization  Act  of  1870  (33  Vic. 
cap.  14)  and  to  have  thereby  lost  his  status 
as  a  British  subject.  It  is  therefore  in  the 
opinion  ol  Her  Majesty's  Government  desir- 
able that  any  British  subject  resident  in 
Brazil,  who  has  such  notice  and  opportunity, 
and  who  wishos  to  retain  his  British  nation- 
ality, should  make  such  declaration.  Her 
Majesty's  Government  are  in  consultation 
with  other  European  powers  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  making  representations  to  the 
Brazilian  Government  with  regard  to  certain 
provisions  of  the  Decree. 

This  is  entirely  in  accord  with  the  advice 
given  in  these  columns.  II  a  British  sub- 
ject has  no  opportunity  to  sign— and  we 
understand  this  is  only  too  commonly  the 
case  in  the  interior,  where  no  registry  books 
have  yet  been  provided — then  his  govern- 
ment will  certainly  see  that  his  rights  as 
such  are  maintained  ;  but  where  ample 
opportunities  have  been  given,  the  govern- 
ment will  hardly  feel  itself  bound  to  waste 
much  effort  to  protect  a  man  who  was  un- 
willing to  do  st>  little  for  himself.  We  are 
still  confident  that  the  decree  of  tacit 
naturalization  wiil  lead  to  serious  complica- 
tions for  Brazil,  (or  it  is  illogical  and  unjust 
and  must  eventually  infringe  on  the  per- 
sonal rights  of  foreign  residents  in  this 
country.  Mexico  was  once  forced  to  sur- 
render such  a  pretension,  and  in  ail  prob- 
ability Brazil  will  be  called  upon  to  do 
likewise. 


NA  TIONAL1ZA  TION. 
Some  weeks  ago  we  published  the  opinion 
of  a  London  lawyer  on  the  effect  of  the 
new  nationalization  law  on  the  status  of 
British  subjects  in  Brazil.  He  quoted  from 
the  naturalization  act  of  1870  and  gave  an 
opinion  that  the  British  subject  who  (ailed 
to  register  his  refusal  of  Brazilian  citizenship 
might  be  considered  to  have  forfeited  his 
nationality. 

We  now  have  an  authoritative  opinion 
on  this  question  from  the  British  Foreign 
Office,  which,  through  the  courtesy  of  a 
friend,  we  are  permitted  to  publish  for  the 
information  of  our  readers.  The  letter  from 
■  the  Foreign  Office  was  in  reply  to  an  inquiry 
concerning  the  status  of  a  British  resident 
of  this  city  in  case  he  neglected  to  declare 
non-acceptance  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  decree  of  15  th  December  last.  The 
reply  is  as  follows  :

.Sir. — I  am  directed  by  the  Marquis  of 
Salisbury  to  inform  you,  in  reply  to  your

A   BRAZILIAN  DIOGENES. 

Sr.  Ruy  Barbosn,  if  lie  were  a  Chinaman,  would 
he  one  willi  intense  antipathy  to  ihe  outer 
Barbarian,  hut  being  a  Brazilian  he  does  not  come 
far  short  ol  what  he  would  be  if  n  Celestial.  The 
perfidious  foreigner,  according  to  him,  is  res. 
ponsilile  for  all  the  speculation  that  so  cripples 
llrn/.ilian  trade,  and  he  is  on  ihe  war  path  to 
remedy  the  abuses  he  prolesses  to  clearly  see  are 
brought  about  by  foreign  traders  in  the  latest 
addition  to  the  republics  of  (he  world.  He  has 
proposed  to  his  government  a  procedure  intended 
to  drive  the  foreign  merchant  out  ol  the  country 
and  to  transform  die  Brazilian  into  a  good  business 
man.  Perhaps  be  will  find  the  first  a  far  easier 
task  limn  Ihe  second;  but  we  may  pass  from  ex- 
pressions ol  opinion  to  matters  of  fact,  and  give 
some  of  the  salient  features  from  the  text  of 'his 
proposals. 

Afler  recalling  that  the  Brazilian  laws  provide 
for  the  collection  of  financial,  trade,  etc.,  statistics, 
he  observes  in  a  general  way,  that  : 

"One  of  the  principal  causes  of  commercial  and 
financial  crises  is  in  the  decrease  of  the  value  of 
the  products  of  a  country.  This  decrease  ts  mani- 
fested, at  times  naturally,  when  production  exceeds 
consumption,  or,  artificially: 

"1.  When,  through  lack  of  statistical  labors, 
the  producing  markets,  unacquainted  with  what 
they  really  possess,  and  ignorant  of  the  necessities 
of  consumption,  deliver  their  goods  at  low  pi  ices 
to  speculators  who  decive  them,  simulating,  by 
means  of  untrue  telegrams  and  advices,  an  abun- 
dance of  articles,  of  which  there  is  a  scarcity: 

"2.  Or  when  the  domestic  market  being  with 
out  resources  to  iv-ist  the  pressure  of  arbitrary 
deductions  prepared  i-y  exporters  in  league,  the 
producers  find  themselvi-*  in  the  forced  coniingencv 
of  delivering  the  indigenous  products  at  the 
miserable  prices  which  s  jit  dilation  imposes  upon 
them." 

To  obviate  these  disadvantages,  he  advocates 
"statistical  labors,  from  which  can  be  learned  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  future  crops,  as  well  as  the 
stocks  of  articles,  similar  to  lliose  of  these  crops, 
accumulated  in  foreign  markets,  so  that  the  deliver- 
ies which  native  goods  may  expect  in  consuming 
markets  may  be  estimated  and  their  value  decided 
upon."  And  he  further  urges  the  starling  of 
credit  establishments,  "which  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  the  market  at  a  natural  height,  will 
advance  to  producers  and  merchants  the  sums 
necessaiy  to  the  current  movement  of  their  trans- 
actions and  to  the  extension  of  their  industry,  upon 
the  guarantee  of  produce  in  warehouse,  in  the 
deposits,  or  on  the  trees." 

His  next  panacea  for  foreign  deceit  and  chicanery 
is  to  establish  in  the  foreign  markets  Brazilian 
houses  athliated  to  those  of  the  greatest  importance 
in  Brazil.  "In  this  manner,"  he  thinks,  "will 
cease  the  monopoly  of  the  exportation  ol  our  pro- 
ducts exercised  exclusively  by  foreign  houses  in 
Brazil,  affiliated  to  bead  offices  situated  in  European 
and  American  markets,  who  explore  the  trade  in 
produce  of  our  cultivation  at  prices  dictated  by  the 
arbitrary  interests  of  a  speculation  without  cor- 
rectives." 

He  concludes,  "Whoever  is  acquainted  with  our 
agriculture,  with  our  commerce,  especially  that  of 
coffee,  can  not  be  ignorant  of  the  innumerable 
victims,  ruined  or  condemned  to  poverty  by 
artificial  depressions,  by  the  system  of  sales  to 
deliver  at  determined  prices,  in  periods  of  greater 
or  less  extension,  and 'in  so  many  other  specula- 
lions  promoted  for  their  own  benefit  by  the  ex- 
porters, who,  disposing  of  means,  studying  the 
consuming  markets  and  acquainted  with  the  blind- 
ness of  ours,  gamble  without  risk  of  loss,  with  the 
certainty  of  infallible  iinl  exaggerated  profits." 

So  foreign  "speculation  without  correctives"  is 
lo  be  replaced  with  gentle  Brazilian  agents  abroad, 
who  shall  be  like  Cajsar's  wife,  and  be  fed  witli 
unlimited  official  statistics.  Wc  scarcely  imagined 
the  Brazilian  character  was  so  childlike  and  bland.

Mortality.—  The  total  lor  the  year  (16,982)  gives 
an  average  of  45.9  per  1000,  based  on  a  population 
ol  370,000,  the  average  per  diem  being  46.52.  The 
highest  mortality  was  162  on  March  8th,  and  the 
lowest  was  16  on  August  29th. 

Rainfall.—  The  heaviest  rainfall  was  39.2  milli- 
metres on  March  iSlli. 

Temperature.—  The  hottest  days  were  August 
24th  and  December  12th.  Llie  thermometer  register- 
ing 92°  and  94°  respectively.     The  coolest  nights 


—  A  telegram  dated  S.  Paulo  on  the  15th  states 
that  influenza  had  officially  manifested  itself  in  that 
city. 

— The  municipality  of  Uberaba,  Minas  Geraes, 
has  increased  its  import  duties  to  3  rs.  We  do  not 
know  what  it  was  belore. 

— Late  advices  from  ihe  Malto  Grosso  telegraph 
commission  says  that  the  wires  are  up  as  far  as 
Monjolinho,  28  leagues  from  ihe  city  ol  Goyaz. 

—On  the  1  nli  111st.  three  judges  of  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul  were  removed  for  "convenience  of  public 
service."  Two  go  to  Matto  Grosso  and  one  to 
Maranliao. 

— Braganca,  S.  Paulo,  is  to  have  street  signs 
pretty  soon,  says  a  local  colleague.  About  tile 
time  the  signs  are  put  up,  all  the  names  of  the 
streets  will  be  changed. 

— The  Santa  Catharina  colonies  of  Itajahy,  Novo 
Trento,  1).  Krancisca  and  Azambuja  are  satd  to 
have  an  aggregate  population  o!  61,707,  ol  which 
58,121  are  Germans  and  9,285  Italians. 

— Governor  Chermont  wants  telegraphic  com- 
munication established  between  Para  and  Manaos, 
Amazons.  The  governor  is  an  enthusiast  in  the 
matter  of  telegraphs,  but  the  cost  of  the  con- 
templated service,  1,345,000$,  may  cause  reflection 
in  other  quarters. 

—An  ensign  in  the  Sao  Paulo  police  force, 
named  Diogo  de  Vasconcellos,  has  been  delected 
in  a  defalcation  of  a,043$290.  He  has  been  con- 
demned to  60  days  imprisonment,  responsibility 
for  the  amount  of  his  default  and  expulsion  I  ram 
tiie  corps. 

—The  printers  in  Porto  Alegre,  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul,  struck  on  the  6th  and  declared  they  would 
only  do  salaried  work.  Some  ol  the  craft  had 
sense  enough  to  continue  at  the  cases,  and  the  city 
of  Pelotas  was  not  entirely  deprived  of  its  morn- 
ing papers. 

— The  landlords  of  Nictheroy  addressed  an 
energetic  protest  against  the  contract  for  sewerage, 
etc.,  with  the  Enipreza  de  Obras  Publicas,  to  the 
governor  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  on  the  16th.  They 
claim  that  the  charges  estimated  will  drive  all  the 
tenants  to  Rio. 

— According  to  a  telegram  dated  Porto  Alegre  on 
[he  15th,  the  prominent  leaders  of  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul  advocate  the  decreeing  of  the  constitution,  but 
express  an  opinion  that  ihe  pact  should  be  discussed 
by  a  grand  commission  representing  the  various 
states  to  be  appointed  by  the  government. 

— The  Campinas  epidemic  now  appears  lo  be 
slowly  decreasing.  There  is  a  small  decrease  in  the 
number  of  cases  under  treatment  and  the  number  of 
new  cases  reported  daily  is  somewhat  smaller,  but 
the  slate  of  affairs  is  still  far  from  satisfactory. 
There  is  also  a  distressing  lack  of  statislical  in- 
formation. 

—  At  a  place  called  Amaro  Leite,  Goyaz,  where 
there  is  a  penal  colony  called  "Visconde  de  Ouro 
Prelo,"  the  people  only  heard  of  the  declaration  of 
the  Brazilian  republic  on  January  15th,  1S90. 
Whether  the  news  killed  all  the  people  with  joy, 
or  a  counter-revolution  ensued,  we  are  not  pre- 
pared to  slale. 

— The  soldiers  of  the  29th  infantry,  quartered 
;it  Pelotas,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  had  some  grudge 
against  the  railings  of  a  square  in  that  town  and 
knocked  a  part  of  them  all  to  pieces  on  the  night 
of  t lie  71I1.  The  commandant  of  the  battalion  has 
promised  the  police  to  punish  the  offenders,  when 
he  catches  them. 

—A  Bahia  journal  says  there  is  residing  at  a 
place  called  Sincora  in  that  state  a  venerable 
couple.  The  husband  is  125  years  old  and  the 
wife  104;  they  have  living  37  children,  120  grand- 
children and  168  great-grand-children.  The  in- 
formant of  the  Balua  journal  is  supposed  to  have 
fled  after  this  statement. 

—The  Gazeta  de  Afolictas  prints  an  extract  from 
a  Goyaz  journal  noticing  the  killing  of  a  mother 
and  two  sons  by  a  force  of  the  20th  infantry  bat- 
talion, a  member  of  which  was  killed  by  the 
victims.  This  mother  is  described  as  being  a 
species  of  demon,  and  her  sons  were  her  instru- 
ments in  all  sorts  of  crimes.  They  resisted  arrest 
and  were  killed  in  consequence. 

— The  meeting  of  delegates  from  various  mun- 
icipalities of  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  to  elect  a 
directory  ol  the  republican  party  was  held  at  Nic- 
theroy on  the  15th.  Delegates  from  33  municipal- 
ities attended  and  the  directory  elected  consists  of 
Srs.  Silva  Jardim,  Theophilo  de  Almeida,  Santos 
Werneck,  Oscar  Varady  and  Santiago.  Exactly 
who  elected  the  delegates  is  not  perfectly  clear.

—A  miracle  is  reported  from  Joazeiro,  Bnhia.  A 
religious  woman  was  taking  the  holy  communion 
when  the  host  changed  in  her  mouth  into  blond. 
The  fact  did  not  occur  once  only,  but  upon  several 
occasions, 

—The  ex -commandant  of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro 
police,  Sr,  Honorio  Lima,  seems  to  have  been  ex- 
travagant. On  the  7LI1  inst.  one  man  asks  the 
governor  of  the  stale  to  pay  1,000$  for  a  marble 
altar,  another  applicant  wants  1,2989800  for  typo- 
graphical  material  furnished,  and  a  third  asks  per- 
mission to  "put  up  articles  of  iron  and  bronze  '  in 
the  police  barracks.  Each  of  these  requests  is 
based  upon  orders  from  Sr.  Honorio  Lima. 


Railroad    Notes 


— The  Paulista  company  is  now  paying  its  41st 
dividend  at  the  rate  of  14$  per  share. 

—The  documents  were  signed  on  the  I2lh  insl. 
for  the  sale  ol  the  S.  Vicente  tramway,  of  Santos, 
to  Sr.  Mnyrink.     The  price  paid  was  275,000$. 

—On  the  19th  the  minister  ol  agriculture  asked 
the  Treasury  to  place  £10,437  lo  the  credit  of  Ihe 
Baturite  railway  for  purchasing  material  in  Europe. 

— A  decree  dated  on  the  9th  inst,  extends  the 
time  for  the  completion  of  the  works  of  the  Rio  de 
Janeiro  and  Northern  railway  up  to  March  15th, 
1891. 

— Sr.  Francisco  Lobo  Leite  Pereira,  who  is  sup- 
posed to  be  the  agent  of  the  department  of 
agriculture  in  Europe,  left  by  the  Orotava  on 
the  18th. 

— The  directors  of  the  Paulistn  company  report 
that  the  total  receipts  last  year  were  4,487,396$ 
and  the  expenditures  1,852,404$,  leaving  a  surplus 
of  2,634,902$. 

— The  March  receipts  of  the  Carangola  line  am- 
ounted tn  4i,o48$70O,  ol  which  1 1,825^460  from 
passengers  and  26,234$56o  bom  freight.  The 
expenses  are  not  published, 

— We  hear  that  negotiations  have  been  reopened 
for  the  purchase  ot  the  Sao  Cluistovao  tramway 
lines  of  this  city,  and  that  some  important  names 
are  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  business. 

-  The  shareholders  of  the  Sao  Paulo  tramway 
lines  did  not  meet  in  sufficient  number  on  the  17th 
to  consider  the  proposition  for  the  purchase  oi  their 
property.  Another  call  has  been  issued  for  the 
25th  inst. 

—Mail  advices  from  Santa  Catharina  state  that 
on  (he  nth  inst.  there  was  a  derailment  on  the 
D,  Thereza  Christina  railway.  A  locomotive  fell 
into  the  Tubarao  river,  the  stoker  was  killed  and 
the  driver  wounded. 

— The  minister  of  agriculture  on  the  22nd  ulto. 
authorized  the  director  of  the  Central  do  Brazil 
railway  to  lake  charge  ol  the  old  slaughter-house 
properly  in  this  city  where  large  stores  are  to  built 
for  material  of  the  road. 

— The  fiscal  engineer  of  the  projected  Alcobaca 
railway,  to  be  buill  by  the  Para  Transportation 
and  Trading  Co.,  lias  reported  against  the  protest 
and  claim  for  damages  of  that  company  on  account 
of  the  arbitrary  suspension  of  their  contract  lasl 
September. 

—A  decree  dated  on  the  I2th  approves  the  final 
surveys  of  the  railway  from  Taubate  to  Ubatuba, 
S.  Paulo,  and  fixes  the  interest  guarantee  upon  a 
cost  of  30,000$  per  kilometre.  The  time  for  organ- 
izing the  company  and  the  commencement  of  work 
is  extended  to  December  31st,  1891. 

— A  decree  dated  on  April  7th  removes  the 
restriction  on  the  railway,  as  to  legislative  action, 
from  Itarare,  S.  1'aulo,  to  Santa  Maria  da  Bocca 
do  Monte,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  as  to  the  guarantee 
of  interest,  which  the  decree  confirms. 

— Sr,  Joao  Teixeira  Soares,  the  happy  possessor 
of  the  provisional  government's  concession  of  the 
railway  from  S.  Paulo  to  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  was 
a  passenger  by  the  Orotava  on  the  18th.  European 
capitalists  are  likely  to  look  sideways  at  conces- 
sions that  the  first  legislative  body  may  upset. 

— A  private  letter  from  Santos  published  in  the 
Jornal  do  Contmerdo  on  the  15th  says  il  is  sup- 
posed that  Sr,  Mayrink  will  connect  the  recently 
purchased  tram-line  there  with  the  S.  Amaro  and 
S.  Paulo  line  and  extend  them  to  a  connection  with 
the  Sorocabana  system,  thus  opening  an  opposition 
line  to  the  S.  Paulo  railway. 

— On  the  19th  the  rumor  was  mentioned  that 
the  Leopoldina  railway  company  contemplated  pur- 
chasing the  Macahe"  and  Campos  outright  for  15,- 
000,000$,  to  be  paid  in  shares  and  debentures. 
As  Leopoldina  debentures  are  selling  at  89^  per 
cent,  the  appearance  of  some  12,000,000$  more  on 
the  market  would  not  help  matters.  Another  report 
is  that  the  Banco  Constructor  has  made  a  bid  for 
the  Macahe  and  Campos  railway.

— The  provisional  municipal  government  lias 
appointed  two  veterinary  surgeons  for  service  in 
connection  with  the  slaughter-house. 

— Two  gunners  of  the  2nd  artillery  cannonaded 
Ihe  lamps  on  Praia  do  Flamengo  with  stones  on 
Sunday  the  13th,      Rum  was  the  explosive  used. 

— The  latest  reform  of  (he  lotteries  permits  a 
speculator,  if  he  is  lucky,  to  get  10,000$  for  8$, 
but   there  are  4,999    others  after   Ihe  prize    also. 

— The  freight  of  the  steamer  I  'ictoria  sent  with 
medical  supplies,  living  and  otherwise,  to  the 
afflicted  towns  of  Matto  Grosso  in  December  last, 
was  20,000$. 

— The  chief  of  police  is  now  making  a  raid  on 
the  curbstone  ticket  brokers  at  Ihe  theatres.  Let 
us  hope  that  he  may  be  able  to  suppress  the 
miserable  speculation, 

— By  a  decree  dated  on  the  12th  a  corps  of  naval 
engineers  is  formed  to  comprise  naval  constructors,

— Canon  Joaquim  Jose  de  Sant'Anna.a  prominent 
man  in  politics  and  the  church  and  endeared  to  the 
people  of  Minas  Geraes  by  many  acts  of  charity, 
died  ;it  an  advanced  age  in  the  city  of  Ouro  Pieto 
on  the   13th  insl. 

— David  Cameron,  according  lo  the  police  re- 
turns, had  in  his  pockets  467^500  in  money,  a 
watch  and  chain.  He  "provoked"  passers-by  on 
the  Praia  da  Lapa  on  the  14th  ami  was  "run  in" 
for  his  pains. 

— From  the  published  accounts  that  central 
disinfecting  station  is  no  "slouch."

—The  minister  of  interior  has  annulled  the  eon- 
ctirso  for  the  position  of  English  substitute  in  the 
Institute  Nacional  de  Instruccao  Secundaria  (D. 
Pedro  II  College)  and  the  applicants  will  have  all 
the  work  and  expense  over  again,

This  journal  is  to  be 
sent  by  a  special  commission  to  Rio  and  the  copy 
for  the  Brazilian  foreign  minister  will  be  printed  in 
gold. 

— "To-day  should  be  signed  the  reform  of  the 
department  of  statistics.  With  this  reform  the 
government,  according  to  what  is  said,  will  make 
a  saving  of  240,000$." — Gazela  de  Notieias,  April 
13th.  We  are  gradually  reaching  economies  lo 
make  even  the  gentle  Argentine  hide  his  diminish- 
ed head. 

— Will  this  business  of  making  salaries  in  one 
department  equal  to  those  in  another  never  cease?

— Il  would  appear  from  the  festivities  announced 
for  to-day  that  the  country  is  mighty  glad  that 
Tirudenles  was  hung.

— To-day  is  the  98th  anniversary  of  the  execution 
of  Joaquim  Jose  da  Silva  Xavier,  nicknamed 
"0  Timdentes, "  (the  tooth-puller),  a  cavalry 
ensign  concerned  in  a  conspiracy  in  Minas  Geraes 
to  overthrow  Portuguese  rule  and  create  a  republic.

The  obstacles  lately  arising  to  the  registry 
of  poor  people  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the 
authorities  are  seeking  to  throw  business  into  the 
hands  of  these  dishonest  speculators.  It  is 
desirable,  therefore,  that  the  government  should 
publicly  announce  that  "brokers"  are  not  required 
and  no  fees  are  charged  for  registration. 

—We  have  been  advised  by  one  of  the  con- 
tractors for  the  beer  garden  in  the  Passeio  Publico 
that  they  have  no  intention  whatever  to  open  a 
hotel  there,  nor  to  introduce  any  feature  which 
will  change  the  present  character  of  that  beautiful 
little  garden.  The  design  is  to  stretch  an  awning 
over  the  terrace  and  to  construct  an  open  pavilion 
at  each  end  lor  restaurants,  with  small  terraces  on 
top.  We  are  glad  lo  hear  that  our  suspicions  in 
regard  to  the  hotel  scheme  are  unfounded,  and  we 
sincerely  trust  that  the  contractors  will  keep  good 
faith  willi  the  public  in  preserving  the  quiet  res- 
peci ability  of  the  place.  But,  at  the  same  time, 
we  do  not  like  the  idea  of  restaurant  booths  on  the 
terrace.  The  restaurant  once  opened,  then  there 
will  be  a  demand  for  tables— and  these  with  the 
tipplers  will  soon  drive  away  the  promenaders  who 
now  frequent  the  place.

—The  Banco  Nacional  sent  1, 000,000$  in  gov- 
ernment notes  to  Pernamhiico  by  the  Orotava  on 
the  181I1. 

—The  "Manufuelora  de  Chinellas"  company- 
slipper   manufactory— wan  duly  organized  on  the 

12th  and  Ihe  directory  elected. 

—In  addition  to  its  coal  business  the  Cooperativa 
Portuguese  proposes  to  go  in  for  a  brewery.  For 
llie  new  experiment  500,000$  capital  is  said  to  be 
sufficient. 

—From  S.  Paulo  come  complaints  that  the  banks 
there  are  refusing  notes  of  the  Banco  dos  Kstados 
Unidos.  As  these  notes  are  not  current  in  Sao 
Paulo,  such  complaints  are  without  basis. 

—On  the  l6l!l  a  7  per  cenl.  debenture  loan  for 
1,000,000$  was  negotiated  by  the  Moinho  Flu- 
minense  Ifluur  mill]  company  with  the  Banco  do 
Brazil.     Terms  are  not  made  public. 

—It  is  proposed  to  organize  a  company  here  lo 
be  known  as  ihe  "National  Vindima"  cempany, 
the  objects  of  which  are  "viticulture"  and  "vinifi- 
cation."  The  Piano  do  Commercio  is  our  au- 
thority. 

—The  Banco  do  Brazil  has  decided  to  call  up  an 
additional  10  per  cent,  on  Ihe  shares  of  the  second 
series,  payable  on  July  1015th  next.  Subscribers 
have  the  option  of  paying  a   further  10  per  cent.

—It  was  considered  proper  to  telegraph  that  the 
first  call  of  the  Banco  Uiufto,  Sao  Paulo,  the  Kuy 
Barhosa  institution,  had  been  paid.  One  telegram 
leads  lo  a  belief  that  10$  was  offered  as  a  premium 
(or  the  privilege  of  paying  the  call, 

—  It  seems  to  be  no  secret  that  the  appearance  of 
the  Treasury  in  the  market  knocked  exchange  rales 
on  the  15th.  To  what  extent  the  Treasury  was  a 
taker  does  not  transpire,  the  nearest  approach  to  a 
estimate  furnished  us  was  "a  good  round  sum." 

—A  new  bank  on  the  mutual  plan  is  in  process 
of  organization.  The  proposed  capital  is  1,000,- 
000$  in  shares  of  20$.  Srs,  Orozimbo  Muniz 
Harreto,  Adolpho  Bezerra  de  Menezcs  and  Abel 
Guimaraes  are  the  organizers  of  the  new  institution. 

—The  minister  of  ihe  interior  has  confirmed  a 
credit  for  300,000$  grained  by  the  governor  of 
Parahyba  lo  meet  expenses  with  drouth  in  that 
state.  It  seems  a  pity  that  drouth  does  not  appear 
in  the  central  stales  of  the  republic. 

— Subscription  lists  are  to  be  opened  at  the  Banco 
Auxiliar  on  ihe  23rd  for  shares  in  the  "Nacional  de 
Manufactura  de  Ftunos"  company,  which  is  organ- 
ized lo  work  the  Bonsack  patent  for  preparing 
tobacco.  The  capital  is  1,200,000$  in  shares  of 
200$. 

—We  have  heard  a  curious  story  that  a  certain 
firm  of  London  bankers  were  not  entirely  decided 
about  meeting  drafts  of  the  provisional  government 
as  the  funds  in  their  possession  were  destined  lo  a 
fixed  purpose.  We  hope  this  is  not  considered  an 
"alarming  rumor." 

—Telegrams  published  here  on  ihe  iStb  deny 
that  there  has  been  any  difficulty  in  organizing  the 
Bahia  branch  of  the  Kuy  Barbosa  bank.  On  Ihe 
same  day  the  Diatio  de  Notkias  says  that  one  of 
the  incorporators  of  the  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  bank 
of  issue  had  gone  to  Bahia,    but  does  not  say  why. 

—By  a  decree  dated  on  the  16th  the  "Banco 
Kmissor  do  Sul"  was  conceded  to  Viscount  da  Cruz 
Alta.  This  is  the  southern  Ruy  Uarboza  bank  and 
the  original  decree  has  been  somewhat  modified; 
the  capital  is  reduced  to  16,000,000$,  among  other 
changes. 

—On  the  loth  inst.  two  citizens  applied  to  the 
governor  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  for  permission  to 
organize  a  bank  with  6,000,000$  capital  destined 
to  facilitate  the  development  of  agriculture.  The 
governor  seems  to  have  referred  the  proposal  to 
some  of  his  subordinates. 

—On  the  15th  the  president  of  the  Banco  dos 
Estados  Unidos  announced  that  shares  upon  which 
20  per  cent.,  or  more,  had  been  paid  were  trans- 
ferable on  its  books.  The  March  balance  sheet 
shows  40  per  cent,  of  the  capital  paid  up.  The 
reason  for  the  above  announcement  is  obscure. 

—Internal  exchange  promises  to  become  as  im. 
portanl  a  factor  as  that  of  foreign  exchange.  When 
the  Santos  custom-house  gets  full  of  Sio  Paulo 
notes,  which  are  not  current  in  Rio,  bank  exchange 
on  the  latter  place  will  be  in  demand,  and  will  be 
high,  or  low,  according  to  the  usual  rules. 

— Al  the  meeting  of  the  shareholders  of  Ihe 
London  and  Brazilian  Bank  held  in  London  on  the 
iltb  it  was  decided  to  declare  a  dividend  of  Ss  per 
share,  making  12  per  cenl.  for  ihe  year,  including 
the  bonus  of  8j,  to  carry  ,£40,000  to  reserve  fund, 
now  standing  at  £400,000,  and  carry  forward  a 
balance  of  £17,200. 

—A  correspondent  of  0  Pais  on  the  17th  attri- 
butes the  scarcity  of  change  to  the  government. 
He  says  thai  repeatedly  he  has  sent  small  notes  to 
the  Caixa  de  Aniortizacao  for  redemption  and  re- 
ceived notes  of  the  larger  denominations  in  pay- 
ment, and  that  when  small  notes  are  asked  for  the 
Treasury  clerks  refuse  lo  accommodate  him.

— When  the  new  banking  system  is  in  full  work 
ing  order,  a  man  will  have  to  change  Ins  money 
into  "legal  tender"  almost  every  time  be  enters 
another  state.  Rio  Grande  money  will  not  be 
current  in  Santa  Catharina  and  Parana,  S.  Paulo 
money  will  not  be  current  in  Minas  and  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  Rio  money  will  not  be  current  in  Bahia, 
that  ol  the  latter  will  not  be  current  in  Pernnmbuci>, 
nor  Pernambuco  money  current  further  north. 
Eventually  the  financial  condition  of  each  district 
will  affect  its  currency,  and  then  we  shall  have 
constantly  varying  and  widely  different  exchange 
rates.  Altogether,  the  outlook  is  one  which  will 
give  the  author  ol  this  extraordinary  system  a 
■reputation  which  lie  never  anticipated.

2s  6*/  per  share, 
making,  with  the  interim  dividend,  7  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and  leaving  ^12,328.  5.  Hi/  to  be  carried 
forward. 

— The  sudden  decision  of  the  Brazilian  minister, 
of  finance  to  grant  furced  currency  to  the  notes  of 
the  Banco  Nacional  has  led  to  a  lively  recovery  in 
the  shares.  This  measure  will,  indeed,  permit  the 
bank  to  use  its  privilege  as  a  bank  of  issue,  which 
had  become  completely  illusory  through  the  gold 
premium.  The  operation  of  the  gradual  withdrawal 
of  the  government  paper  money  now  shows  under 
less  onerous  conditions,  so  much  the  more  that  an 
arrangement  may  be  made  between  the  Banco 
Nacional  and  the  Banco  do  Brazil  for  the  joint 
execution  of  this  withdrawal.  This,  perhaps,  will 
be  for  the  two  associations  a  motive  for  fusion, 
which  would  furnish  occasion  to  limit  the  capital 
and  excuse  shareholders  of  a  part  of  the  calls  not 
yet  made.  It  remains  to  be  seen  whether,  the 
provisional  government,  whose  ideas  in  banking 
matters  appear  to  be  very  "floating"  and  un- 
decided, will  not  again  change  its  opinion,  and 
whether  the  Congress  will  recognize  the  validity  of 
decrees  made.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  in  the 
institution  ol  a  dictatorial  regime  at  least  the  mon- 
etary system  should  rest  upon  a  law  sanctioned  by 
parliament,  otherwise  it  will  lack  its  most  essential 
guarantee— stability.
